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The War Situation at a Glance 


By the Associated Press. 

History repeated itself in northern Ethiopia when Italian and Ethiopian 
blood was spilled about Aduwa yesterday in a renewal of a savage battle 
of 39 years ago. 

This time the advantage seemed to belong to the Italians. Equipped 
with every instrument of modern warfare, the fascists relentlessly pressed 
toward the town to avenge the slaughter of an Italian army in 1896. 

Ten miles back from Aduwa, Italian armies commanded all approaches 
to the 7,500-foot high plain. Their path was not an easy one, how- 
ever, for Ethiopian warriors put up a grim struggle. 

An official announcement in Rome said Italians expected to capture 
Aduwa today or Sunday. Already they had taken the town of Adigrat, | 
25 miles to the north. 

“Very heavy casualties’ were inflicted, the Italians 
pressed airplanes, tanks, cavalry and infantry into service. 

Italian troops moved today to cut Ethiopia’s link to the rest of the 
world as a fierce battle raged in the Mount Mussa Ali sector, the prize 
to be control of the French-owned railroad.

Harvard University’s protesting 
ulty must step back into line and sign 
the teachers’ oath of allegiance to state 
and national constitutions, President 
James B. Conant announced today. 

Returning from a trip of several 
days to find leading faculty members 
declaring against signature of the 
oath, required under a new Massachu- 
setts law, President Conant, in a 
statement, said: 

“The act appears to make it man- 
datory for the institutions concerned 
not to permit any citizen to teach 

who fails to carry out the provisions 
of this act, and Harvard University 
has assumed since the act was 
passed. 


“It is out of the question for Har- 
vard University as an 
consider not obeying the law.”

/'NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


By PAUL MALLON. 


|SMOOTHIES CARMEL, Cal.—The sub-rosa capital of communism 


is Carmel. Non-shaving soap-boxers around Union 
Square, New York, may think they are the brain trusters of the red 
movement, but they do not accomplish much more than getting their 
heads thumped by police billies every May Day. 

The red thinkers out here are smoothies, both as to chin and in- 
tent. They are intellectuals, topnotch writers of long practical propa- 
ganda experience, and socialites, smarter than the eastern variety. They 
are too smart to get caught. Most of them are not even members of 
the communist party. 

Red boll weevils out in the field boring from within trade unionism, 
however, drop in here and get advice. They know to whom to go. A 
couple of Justice Department agents also know. But it does not do them 
any good. No laws are being violated. There is not much they can do. 


TORCH A local American Legion group became worried about the 
communist infestation here some time back and held a pri- 
vate meeting. A warm-headed group wanted to do something hot. It 
called in the police, planned to toss all suspects into the hoosegow. 
Legal authorities informed the Legion men that the reds would not 
remain in jail long unless substantial evidence was accumulated to keep 
them there. This evidence was lacking. Since that time, however, this 
group has kept watch on known radicals and their many guests. 
Once when the communists were conducting a strike of farm work- 
ers about 30 miles from here, their camp was mysteriously destroyed 
by fire one night. Every hut and tent was burned, Of course, no one 


knows who did it. 


FASCISM From these experiences you can get a good idea of what 
the communist growth in the far west is leading up to. 
Within a short time the rest of the country will hear about the hottest 
red extermination campaign this country has ever seen. It will not be 
at the polls. 
Electorally the communists amount to little. They have recognized 
that their objectives are not immediately obtainable at the ballot box. 
Consequently the methods to be used against them are likely to be as 
undemocratic as their own. 


BORING An understanding of communist purposes can be obtained 

if you can get in to see “The Old Fox” here. The commu- 
nists do not call him that, but his adversaries do. The title may not 
be novel, but it is appropriate. 

He is a clever and brilliant writer who knows the subtle methods of 
influencing mass minds of the American kind from experience with more 
prominent political movements, Insiders give him credit for much of 
the dock strike and the farm strike strategy. He talks cautiously but 
sometimes frankly. 

His opinion is that communists will have control of California labor 
unionism “soon,” meaning from a few months to a few years. They 
already have one union (longshoremen’s) and are formidable in several 
others. Their voting strength in the last state A. F. of L. convention 
was about one to three. Control of this phase is their primary objective. 

Wisely, the red leaders are letting the second objective slide—the 
communist national revolution. But they keep themselves pepped up 
for it by a burning belief that President Roosevelt will fail and then their 
time will come. It seems that all anti-New Deal factions are waiting in 
the same hope—republicans, epics, etc. 

The communists are overrating their chances, as all zealous poli- 
ticians do. They will probably never control the labor movement here 
or elsewhere. Their success is merely causing the erection of a fascist 
prick wall for them to butt their heads into. 


DEPARTURE The ex-brains of the communist movement on the 
Pacific coast was Tom D’Arcy. He went to the last 
Internationale in Europe. During his absence the Justice Department 
discovered he had made an erroneous statement in his sworn applica- 
tion for citizenship papers. That is all they need to handle a communist. 
D’Arcy is now under indictment for falsification. Inner red circles 
believe he will remain in Europe rather than attempt to lead coast com- 
munism from Al Capone’s secluded residence, the federal prison at im- 
penetrable Alcatraz. 
His active successor, Harry Bridges, head of the longshoremen, is 
just as smart and D’Arcy probably will not be missed. The reds also 
have two good men in the northwest whose names are not nationally 


known. 


SETTING The communists could not have picked a stranger place 
for a capital even by selecting Park avenue. This mone- 
tary coast is the social Newport of the Pacific, only it is more demo- 
cratic.

ile war rages today in East 
Africa, peace in Europe hangs by a 
very slender thread. 

Even before military penalties are 
voted by the League—if they are 
voted, there is constant danger, in 
view of the naval and air concentra- 
tion and the mining of the Mediter- 
ranean, of some accident or incident 
which might bring Italy into war in 
Europe. 

The danger of such an incident was 
illustrated Friday when shipping cir- 
cles reported Italian ports were be- 
ing mined and all Dollar line vessels 
were ordered to omit calls at such 
ports. For weeks, other lines have 
been ordering their vessels to detour 
from the Mediterranean, giving as the 
reason the high war risk insurance 
rates—in itself a significant omen. 

When Premier Benito Mussolini 
stated in an interview six weeks ago 
that “settlement of the Ethiopian 
problem must be something radical 
and conclusive,” and “Italy will pur- 
sue her aims with Geneva, without 
Geneva or against Geneva,” the world 
was convinced he was not bluffing. 

Thursday’s news from Africa, where 
the Italian troops are in action on 
all fronts after the ruthless bombing 
of two Ethiopian towns, affords am- 
ple substantiation that he was not. 

His words of a few days «go also 
do not strike one as bluff—‘“to mili- 
tary measures we shall reply with 
military measures; to acts of war we 
shall reply with acts of war.” 

Saturday’s news from Geneva, 
where the council will meet for the 
gravest decision in its history, there- 
fore will be pregnant with the most 
dire possibilities. 

Europe is faced now with the stag- 
gering problem of stopping the war in 
Ethiopia without letting it spread in 
Europe. Britain and France are on 
the horns of a dilemma. They have 
committed themselves to stopping 
Mussolini and cannot back down... On 
the other hand, economic penalties are 
not likely tu stop him—at least, not 
until he achieves his aims. 

The alternative, therefore, is to use 
force, and Mussolini’s reply to that 
is quoted above. 

Britain already has been committed 
by Sir Samuel Hoare, her foreign sec- 
retary, to collective action in support 
of the League covenant against ag- 
gression. 

There can be no collective action 
without France, which is wavering at 
present but is inclined to support 
Britain. 

There seems no doubt that the coun- 
cil will decide Mussolini to be the 
aggressor despite his efforts-to fasten 
responsibility on Ethiopia. There 
upon, Article 16, providing for the 
application of penalties, would become 
effective automatically. 

It will then be up to the members 
of the League to decide the character 
and extent of the penalties and how 
they are to be enforced. Granted 
French support, the penalties probably 
would start on an economic brsis and 
then, if they prove ineffective, evolve 
into military measures such as a 
blockade.

It has been my good fortune on two 
occasions to be the only person present 
at a drowning scene conversant with 
the Schaefer prone-pressure resuscita- 


tion method, writes a Pennsylvasia 
reader. The first instance was a few 
days after I had been instructed in the 
method, and I had the man on his 
feet in a short while. Not so lucky in 
the second case, a boy who had been 
submerged from 20 to 30 minutes, but 
I kept working over him for an hour 
with the help of a squad of willing but 
unskilled helpers, until finally a physi- 
cian pronounced him dead. In this 


boy’s uneducated parents for my ef- 
forts. A doctor friend was telling me 
about the use of 5 to 10 per cent car- 
bon dioxide and oxygen, with the in- 
halator, in conjunction with prone-. 
pressure, to start breathing in newborn 
babies and to aid in_ stimulating 
breathing in persons with asphyxia 


from any cause. I asked him wheth- 
er the old-time practice of blowing air 
into the mouth and lungs from one’s 
own mouth and lungs would not help 
in an emergency where no carbon di- 
oxide or inhalator is available. He 
was unable to give me an opinion. 
Incidentally, I am a World War vet- 
eran and can testify, with other thou- 
sands of men who served in France, 
as to the impossibility of catching any- 
thing but unholy sore feet from soak- 
ing in mud and slush day and night 
for 15 months. (W. W .H.) 
What a terrible memory to carry 
through life, if one happened to be the 
only person present in such an emer- 
gency and didn’t know how to resus- 
citate the victim! But then, plenty of 
people are quite callous about that. 
Any one who cares to know may 
know exactly how to resuscitate a per- 
son rescued from submersion in the 
water, or from gassing, or from smoke 
asphyxiation, or from electric shock 


or from carbon monoxide poisoning. 
The correct method is clearly describ- 
ed and illustrated in the booklet “Re- 
suscitation,”” copy of which will be 
mailed only if you inclose 10 cents 
coin and a stamped envelope bearing 
your address. No booklet if you omit 
either the coin or the addressed stamp- 
ed envelope, 

The old practice of blowing’ the 
breath into the victim’s mouth and 
lungs by mouth to mouth insufflation 
is still a valuable aid. When doing 
this, place a piece of muslin or sev- 
eral folds of cheesecloth or gauze over 
the mouth and blow through this. Re- 
member, you are merely supplying a 
natural carbon dioxide oxygen mix- 
ture. You are not trying to inflate 
the lungs. So use no force at all. The 
lungs are inflated and can be inflated 
only by the compression of the thorax 
by the prone-pressure operator. Such 
mouth-to-mouth insufflation should be 
continued for five minutes. 

In any such emergency, bear in 
mind that the victim has a_ better 
chance if both arms are placed on 
the ground well above the head out of 
the way, for in that position of the 
upper arms the thorax is in the posi- 
tion most favorable for inspiration. 
It is a mistake to put one arm or 
hand of the subject under the head. 
That may be all right for a picture, 
but not if you are actually trying to 
save life.

This machinery*can lead, under pro- 
visions of Article XVI _ of the 
League covenant, to joint military ac- 
tion against Premier Benito Mussolini 
and his fascist legions.

week, the advance was 20.2 per cent. 
At New York city, clearings were $4,- 
388,914,000, an increase of 48.7 per 
cent over the amount reported last 
year, while the aggregate for centers 
outside of New York city of $2,012,-

With that exception, 
there has been no similar high total 
for nearly four years or since the first 
week of January, 19382. 

Clearings this week exceeded those 
of the preceding week by $1,361,696,- 
000, while a year ago, when all three 
days of the first week of October ap- 
peared, the increase was only $470,- 
042,000. The amount was very much 
larger at New York city and at Pitts- 
burgh, and clearings were substantial- 
ly higher at Philadelphia, Detroit, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Atlanta, Louis- 
ville, Minneapolis, Omaha, Kansas 
City, San Francisco, Portland and 
Seattle.
